"Make  A Dress  That  Fits  and  Suits'*  is  the  name  for  a project  carried  on  in 
Ohio  that  won  far  more  interest  than  one  called  ’’Clothing  Corsbruction  Project." 
Similarly,  "Eat  Y^ell  - Be  fjell  - Do  Well"  or  "Sqi’.are  Ivkals  Eor  Health"  have  proved  to 
be  more  attractive  than  "Nutrition." 

Conquer  Codling  Moth;  Make  'The  Small  Earm  Pay;  Make  Clover  and  Alfalfa  Sure 
Crops;  Plant  Pines  on  Idle  Lands;  Grow  Timber  On  Loafing  Acres;  Bring  Back  Clover; 
are  other  examples  of  names  of  important  projects  carried  on  in  some  of  the  Eastern 
and  Central  States. 

Agents  and  specialists  who  have  won  vfide  appeal,  for  important  projects,  have 
learned  that  the  first  :.*equircmort  is  to  find  a name  that  pictures  to  all  what  the 
proposed  work  is  about.  It  is  net  always  easy  to  translate  "extensionese"  into  good 
everyday  English.  Nevertheless,  the  xTOrk  is  handicapped  until  this  is  done.  Economic 
management,  improvement,  legume,  sires,  are  the  most  common  omnibus  terms.  It  seemn 
better  by  far  to  use  terms  that  have  greater  picture  value  and,  like  some  of  the  ex- 
l^iples  above,  which  include  an  injunction  or  command.
